THE battle to safeguard the 
future of Haverhill's health 
services is gathering mom¬ 
entum as support pours in 
for a Weekly News camp¬ 
aign. 

Patients have described the 
threatened closure of the Crown Health 
Centre as a “tragedy” for the town. 

And since we launched our “Fight for 
Haverhill Health Services” campaign 
last Thursday, more than 1,000 people 
have signed up to pledge their support 
to our bid to force NHS Suffolk to 
reverse the decision to close the centre 
in October - or at least until funding 
has been guaranteed for sufficient 
replacement services. 

Our readers have hailed the 
potentially life-saving walk-in service at 
the centre as “outstanding” - and many 
have vowed to fight to save it from 
closure.

Katrina Whittaker, 29, an admin 
manager, of Russett Close, was helped 
by doctors at the Withersfield Road 
clinic when she suffered from anxiety 
and depression and her partner Luke 
Edwards, 31, has been treated there for 
injuries. 

She said: “I would do anything to 
help save the health centre. The 
receptionists and doctors there are just 
outstanding and helped me through a 
very difficult time when I suffered from 
mental health problems. 

“The Government has been pushing 
for out-of-hours services like this so 
that hard-working people can access 
treatment before and after work and to 
take it away would impact on the health 
of the town and businesses. 

“It would be an absolute tragedy if it 
closed. My partner had to use it when 
he had a deep cut in his leg and when 


he cut his chest with a sander and they 
fixed his wounds instead of him having 
to go to Addenbrooke’s. 

“I think it is disgusting that the 
facility is being removed.” 

The centre was set up in 2009 to 
reduce accident and emergency 
attendances at West Suffolk and 
Addenbrooke’s hospitals but is now set 
to close in October. 

Health chiefs claim the centre has 
failed to fulfil its original goal of 
providing extra services for Haverhill, 
saying it duplicates health care. 

The centre costs £1.2m a year to run. 
It would cost £500,000 to move to a 
permanent location and the lease on 
the current site in Withersfield Road 
expires in December. 

But Haverhill Town Council and MP 
Matthew Hancock have backed our 
campaign to keep it open and users of 
the service say it is essential.

health chiefs come to 
Haverhill to tell residents 
what provision they are 
making to cope with the 900 
patients registered with the 
Crown Health Centre who will 
have to go elsewhere, and the 
22,000 visits made there since 
it opened. 

Haverhill’s out-of-hours GP 
cover has already been cut, 
piling even more pressure on 
existing surgeries - at which 
long waits for an appointment 
are common - if the Crown 
closes, and we’re demanding a 
fair share of new £24m 
funding allocated to NHS 
Suffolk to put sufficient 
alternative arrangements in 
place. 

Responses have been 
flooding in through our online 
petition at www.haverhill 
weeklynews.co.uk, while 
completed petition forms - 
printed again on this page - 
have been dropped off at the 
Weekly News office and town 
council base at Haverhill Arts 
Centre. 

The town council, which is 
co-ordinating the response 
with the Weekly News, held 
the first of a series of market 
stalls in the town centre on 
Saturday, to assess the level of 
public support for pedestrian- 
isation of the High Street. 

Following the launch of our 
campaign, visitors to the town 
centre were also invited to 
sign the petition. 

Mayor Maureen Byrne said: 
“Over 800 people signed the 
petition in just a few hours, 
which shows the depth of 
feeling about the appalling 
way our town has been 
treated by NHS Suffolk. 

“But this was only the start 
- we will be holding more 
market stalls so that as many 
people as possible have the 
opportunity to make their 
voices heard in Ipswich where 
this ridiculous and dangerous 
decision was made.” 


Further market stalls are 
planned for tomorrow and 
Saturday between 9am and 
4pm. 

Responding to our 
campaign, Douglas Pearl, of 
Honeysuckle Close, said of the 
health centre: “It is a fantastic 
service and they even saved 
my wedding ring. I fell over 
some deck chairs in the 
garden and went there. 

“The doctor said either I 
take the ring off myself or 
we’ll have to get the fire 
brigade in to cut it. 

“It was blooming painful 


but I got it off and saved the 
ring - there was blood 
everywhere. 

“It’s an excellent service and 
must be saved.” 

■ At last Saturday’s market 
stall, town councillors listened 
to the views of hundreds of 
shoppers, who were asked to 
complete a “ballot paper” 
asking whether the High 
Street should be closed to all 
traffic between 10am and 
4pm. 

“This is a simple, low-cost 
but very effective alternative 
to holding a town referendum 


on pedestrianisation, which 
had been suggested in a 
recent letter to local 
newspapers,” said Cllr Byrne. 

“It also has the advantage of 
giving people a chance to 
discuss the issue direct with 
councillors - in the right 
surroundings! - and we will 
repeat the event so that 
anyone who missed out on 
Saturday can still have their 
say.” 

The results will be 
presented to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and Suffolk 
County Council.

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Surprises as stamps sell 
for £1,500 at auction 

NINE stamps found in a handed-down 
curiosity box sold for £1,500 at auction - 
five times what they were expected to 
fetch. 

Fine art consultant Rupert Hanbury from 
Ousden sold the late 19th Century stamps 
for a client in Great Wratting. The stamps 
were in the box which the owner had 
inherited from her grandmother in 2001, 
along with some pigeon racing medals and 
coins. Her grandmother had lives in 
Yorkshire, but also travelled a lot. 

Mr Hanbury said the stamps had been 
estimated at £250 to £300 and he had 
been pleasantly surprised that they raised 
so much. 

He added: “It is quite unusual to make that 
sort of money, but if a couple of people are 
after something it can happen. A lot of 
people are buying stamps as an 
investment. I had a coin collection which 
went to London last year to another 
company and made £35,000.”

Charity’s call to get 
tom cats neutered 

A CAT charity is urging owners of 
cats, especially male ones, to get them 
neutered. 

The Haverhill area branch of Cats 
Protection, the oldest charity solely 
dedicated to the welfare of cats, is making 
an urgent appeal. Every spring the branch 
receives a flood of calls from the public 
about stray tom cats that have turned up in 
their gardens, spraying and fighting. 

The branch takes in as many as they can, 
neuters and rehomes them, but these cats 
take a long time to socialise again and take 
up badly needed spaces at the fosterers. 

A spokesman for the group said: “The life 
of an un-neutered tom is sad - he is driven 
by looking for female cats and can go for 
miles. In the process many get knocked 
down or are killed by dogs and foxes. 

“They are also prone to contracting feline 
Aids and other diseases, and have to fight 
for their food. Cats Protection will help 
people on low incomes with the cost of 
neutering.”

New court date set for 
man in firearms case 

A MAN accused of being in possession of 
illegal firearms at his home in Haverhill is 
due to appear in court. 

Karl Dowling, 48, of Bramble Close, faces 
21 separate charges in relation to the 
alleged discovery of illegal weapons at his 
home by police on February 5. 

On Friday last week, Dowling appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court for a preliminary 
hearing. 

Dowling is charged with possession of 
weapons and ammunition without the 
necessary certificate or which are 
prohibited weapons. 

Judge Rupert Overbury told Dowling that 
he must return to court on July 20 for a 
plea and case management hearing. 
Dowling will continue to be granted 
unconditional bail until his next court 
appearance. 



Life’s a game for pupils 


A CHANCE to join in table-top 
re-enactments of major battles 
was on offer to students visiting 
an exhibition. 

Fifteen students from the 
games club at Castle Manor 
Business and Enterprise College 
in Haverhill attended Salute 2012 
at ExCeL, the UK’s largest 
gathering of gamers and traders 
specialising in model historical 
re-enactment, such as the 
American Civil War, the First and 
Second World Wars, and the Dark 
Ages. The students regularly 
attend a games club at school 


and during the show had the 
opportunity to play new games 
and get involved in table top re¬ 
enactments. They also bought 
their own model armies and 
planes to use at college in 
skirmish games. 

Miss Weston, community 
cohesion coordinator, said: “The 
club at college is going from 
strength to strength and it would 
be great to grow their collections. 
If anyone has any models, RPG 
dice or rule books that they could 
donate to the club, we would 
really appreciate it.” 


Crash led to dra g haul 


A DRIVER’S BMW hit two police 
cars - but the incident led 
officers find almost £10,000 of 
cannabis at a farm near 
Haverhill, a court heard. 

Along with packets of the drug ready 
for sale, officers found weighing scales, 
mobile phones and cash. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard how the 
raid at Home Farm at Stradishall on 
December 13 came after a car being 
driven by Hanif Shakeri had been 
stopped near the village earlier the 
same day. 

Emma Nash, prosecuting, said 
police had identified Shakeri, 24, as 
someone they wished to speak to and 
when his car was recognised by an 
automatic numberplate detection 
camera an attempt was made to stop 
him.

A patrol car put on its blue lights but 
Shakeri failed to stop, turning instead 
into the car park of a local business 
where officers attempted to cut him 
off and were involved in a collision 
with his BMW car. 

Miss Nash said as a result of the 
impact the BMW spun around, 
striking a second police vehicle. 
Shakeri was arrested at the scene. 

Inside his car was found cannabis 
and more than £2,000 in cash. Police 
obtained a warrant and searched the 
caravan in which Shakeri was living at 
Home Farm, Stradishall, together with 
outbuildings. 

The caravan contained a small 
quantity of cannabis, a large number 


of plastic bags, seven mobile phones 
and four sets of digital scales. 

In the outbuildings was found a 
total of 10kg of cannabis, some packed 
ready for sale in small bags and other 
in bulk. Much was packed inside 40 
sports bags. In total £5,225 in cash was 
seized, the court heard on Tuesday. 

When interviewed, Shakeri said 
because of a head injury he could not 
remember when or why he had 
arrived in the UK from his native Iran. 

He claimed a man called “Paddy” 
forced him to store and package the 
cannabis and had been beaten up by 
him on a number of occasions. 

The court was told that the farm, 
which was under renovation, was 
valued at £450,000 and had been 
purchased by Shakeri and a local 
builder through a limited company 
they had set up. 


Shakeri initially pleaded not guilty 
to careless driving and possession of a 
class B drug with intent to supply but 
changed his plea to guilty five days 
before his trial was due to begin earlier 
this year. 

Defending, Richard Kelly said that 
Shakeri received between £3,000 and 
£10,000 a month from his “wealthy” 
family in Iran. Shakeri’s role had been 
limited and he had been acting under 
duress, he said. 

Judge John Holt told Shakeri that he 
could not be sentenced until a further 
hearing to establish whether the 
purchase and renovation of Home 
Farm had been with legitimately- 
obtained money and establish 
Shakeri’s involvement in the cannabis 
operation. No date has yet been set for 
the hearing until which time Shakeri 
will remain in custody.

A MUM whose five-year-old son is 
being forced to travel five miles to 
class is fuming amid claims he was 
bumped from the top of the list for a 
nearby school. 

Suzanne Rulten is faced with the 
prospect of putting little Jack on 
school transport unaccompanied for 
the daily journey from Haverhill to 
Hundon. 

She was told Jack was first on the 
list to get a place at Coupals Primary 
School, close to his home in Pipers 
Close, where he already attends the 
Stepping Stones playgroup. 

But this week she learnt that her 
child has lost out to “late applicants” 


who were in more need of attending 
the school. 

The worried 38-year-old is refusing 
to accept a place for Jack at Hundon 
Primary School village school five 
miles from his home. 

She said: “I am absolutely livid. I 
was told my son was top of the list but 
then they said that they had gone 
through the late applications and 
picked another child as having more 
needs, and Jack has missed out. 

“It’s a disgrace that someone who 
applied late gets in before Jack. The 
thought of having to send him alone 
on a five-mile journey every day is 
very worrying. I don’t have any 


transport and would have to rely on 
the school. What if he was ill? How 
would I get to him? He’s only a little 
boy.” 

Mrs Rulten also has to get sons 
Reece, 12, to Samuel Ward Academy 
and Daniel, 2, to Stepping Stones and 
takes Thomas, 1, along with her. 

She said: “This is a nightmare. It 
would be very unsettling for him if he 
went to Hundon, then had to move 
back to Coupals. 

“I don’t drive and my husband’s job 
takes him all over the country so it is 
impossible for us to take Jack there 
every day. You should be able to get 
your child into the nearby school.” 


Townsfolk praised 
for Poppy support

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Experts poised 
to dig up town’s 
ancient history 


HAVERHILL’S history will 
be uncovered by archae¬ 
ologists at a research park. 

A detailed investigation has 
begun on the Haverhill Research 
Park site, with the works this 
summer set to reveal more about 
the early history of the area 
before the site is redeveloped. 

The investigation has been 
commissioned by developer 
Carisbrooke Investments, which 
has already undertaken trial¬ 
trenching in co-operation with 
the local planning authority. 

Initial works identified 
prehistoric and Roman remains 
on the site, which could provide 
an interesting insight into the 
lives of people living in the 
Haverhill area more than 2,000 
years ago.

brooke Developments said: 
“While we are working to pro¬ 
mote the future economic growth 
of Haverhill we are, of course, 
keen to participate in discovering 
the archaeological history of this 
important gateway site. 

“We hope that these works will 
extend our knowledge of human 
history well beyond the limits of 
existing written records.” 

Joe Abrams, regional manager 
of Headland Archaeology, which 
is carrying out the investigation, 
added: “This is a welcome 
opportunity to reveal and 
investigate the remains of both 
prehistoric and Roman farming 
communities. 

“Our research focus will be 


sensitive to the exact remains 
revealed at the site, and is 
expected to include the changes 
which took place as a result of the 
Roman conquest, and also those 
which came with the disin¬ 
tegration of that empire and the 
economy which survived within 
it. 

“We believe the remains at 
Haverhill span both of these 
crucial periods, allowing us to tell 
the story of a Suffolk farming 
community on a local level and 
to reflect on how these major 
events affected their way of life.” 

Following completion of the 
on-site investigations in July, the 
archaeological team will prepare 
a detailed analysis of the samples 
including seeds, insects and 
other microscopic remains, 
which is due to be published next 
year. 


Jackie’s just happy to keep on running 


A RUNNER reached a 
personal milestone this 
week after completing her 
15th marathon.

Jackie, 41 an accountant 
who runs her own business, 
crossed the line after 4hrs 
13mins. 

The mother-of-two, has 
been running for more than 
17 years and completed her 
first marathon in 2001 at 
London. 

She said: “The sense of 
achievement when 
completing a marathon is 
amazing and it’s the thing 
that inspires me to do 
more.” 

The former Haverhill 
Running Club member, who 
has has taken part in 
marathons in London, Paris, 
Stratford and the New 
Forest, also competes in 
triathlons.

Sir, children’s minister Tom 
Loughton has stated that “For me, 
marriage as a religious institution 
cannot be anything other than 
between a man and a woman, and 
particularly when all the rights and 
responsibilities of marriage are 
available to non-heterosexual 
couples through civil partnerships.” 

Quakers, formally known as the

should be extended to all couples. 
To deny marriage to any loving 
couple seems perverse. 

We will continue to stand for what 
we believe to be truth and love and 
to work for legal recognition of 
same-sex marriage.

St Nicholas Hospice 

MEP Richard Howitt has pledged his support to St 
Nicholas Hospice care after visiting the charity’s base 
and volunteer centre. 

The East of England Euro-MP dropped into the 
hospice before moving on to the volunteer centre 
above the shop in St John’s Street, Bury St Edmunds, 
last Friday. 

Mr Howitt was given a tour of the hospice by chief 
executive Barbara Gale. He discussed different aspects 
of hospice care and also got to meet Roy Salt, who is 
both a hospice patient and a volunteer. 

At the volunteer centre he met enthusiastic 
members of the Hospice Neighbours team who shared 
their experiences of volunteering in the community. 

About 500 volunteers from across West Suffolk and 
Thetford fulfil essential roles within the hospice, from 
working in the charity's shops to administration, 
gardening and complementary therapies. 

Mr Howitt said: “I am going to do my best to try and 
support the hospice in any way I can in the future.” 
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Prison staff 
walk out over 
pension cuts 

OFFICERS at Highpoint prison near 
Haverhill walked out to protest 
changes to their pensions. 

Steve Storey, branch secretary of 
the Prison Officers’ Association 
(POA), said last Thursday: “We have 
between 70 and 80 officers staging a 
protest outside the prison, which is 
locked down - all the prisoners are 
locked in their cells. 

“This is part of the national 
action that is going on in prisons 
around the country and we will be 
staying out as long as our national 
executive committee requests us to 
do so. 

“This isn’t a strike, it’s a protest, 
and we’re sorry that we have had to 
do this. But some of our officers 
stand to see the value of their 
pensions reduced by £16,000, and 
that just isn’t acceptable.” 

Highpoint is a category C prison, 
housing prisoners who cannot be 
trusted in open conditions but who 
are unlikely to try to escape. 

The POA is angry at Government 
plans to link the normal pension 
age to the state pension age. 

Michael Spurr, chief executive 
National Offender Management 
Service, a Government agency 
which runs the probation and 
prison service, said: “I am extremely 
disappointed that the POA has 
taken this unlawful action. We have 
implemented our contingency 
plans, and our priority is to protect 
the public and ensure that prisons 
remain safe and secure. 

“In 2007, the POA agreed that the 
normal pension age for new prison 
officers would be 65, in line with all 
other civil servants.” 


No one caught 
using hosepipe 

JUST a “handful” of people have 
been reported for flouting the 
hosepipe ban hitting Haverhill - 
because of the wettest April on 
record. 

Watering the garden, washing the 
car and filling up the pond with 
hosepipes were made illegal from 
April 5 when the ban came into 
force. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Anglian Water customers have been 
hit by the ban - but as yet no-one 
has been prosecuted. 

People who flout the restriction 
could be fined up to £1,000 and 
among those affected are people 
living in the Haverhill, Huntingdon, 
Ely and Newmarket areas. 

A spokesman for the water 
company said: “We have only had a 
handful of people reported for 
using a hosepipe since the rule 
came in. 

“Because we’ve had so much rain 
people haven’t really needed to use 
their hosepipes. The reports came 
in at the start of the ban when the 
weather was much better. 

“We haven’t investigated any of 
the reports so we don’t know 
whether they had legal reasons to 
use a hosepipe. This had never been 
about prosecuting people anyway.” 

Drought status was lifted on May 
11 for parts of East Anglia following 
the wettest April on record and 
continuing rain this month, the 
Environment Agency has said. 

The status has been lifted for 
Cambridge Water but remains in 
place for the surrounding areas. 

The ban also applies to public 
parks and allotments.

A HEADTEACHER has vowed 
to carry on campaigning for 
a special free school in 
Haverhill despite opposition 
from the local education 
authority. 

Howard Lay, headteacher at 
Samuel Ward Academy, took his 
bid to the Department of 
Education where he had a 
“positive” meeting with Govern¬ 
ment officials. 

Samuel Ward Academy Trust 
wants to build the school for up to 
70 children - aged 8 to 18 - with 
special needs. 

Mr Lay said: “There is a great 
need for a school like this and we 
had a very positive meeting and 
gave a 90-minute presentation at 
the Department of Education. It 
couldn’t have gone better. 

“The trouble is because we are a 
special free school and not a 
mainstream free school we need 
the support of the local authority, 
which we haven’t got yet because 
they don’t want to pay for another 
school. 

“But momentum is building and 
we have had incredible support 
from parents and others because 
we do need this school. 

“We now have to wait until the 


early summer for the department’s 
decision but whatever happens I 
will carry on with this because 
there are just not enough places 
for children with special needs in 
the area.” 

The presentation to civil 
servants took place in London last 
Thursday. 

There is no special school in or 
near Haverhill, which means 
children must travel to either 
Sudbury or Bury St Edmunds to 
get to one. 

The delegation attending the 
bid in London will included Mr 
Lay, Samuel Ward governor June 
McNaughton, someone with a 
special needs background, 
Georgina Ellis, headteacher at 


Wickhambrook Primary School 
and Madeleine Vigar, principal of 
the Castle Partnership. 

The bid is also supported by 
West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock. 

Mr Lay said the neighbouring 
county councils of Essex and 
Cambridgeshire may well back the 
bid if Suffolk County Council fails 
to support the school. 

The two authorities may use 
their budgets to provide places at 
the school for children who would 
travel in to Haverhill from those 
counties. 

The school would be called 
Churchill Special School and be 
based on the same site occupied 
by Samuel Ward Academy in 
ChalkstoneWay.

Tributes to 
a woman 
‘devoted 
to others’ 



A KIND-HEARTED “first 
settler” in Haverhill with 
a “beautiful smile” has 
lost her 12-year battle 
with cancer. 

Tributes have been paid to 
Gillian Young, of St Botolph’s 
Way, who “devoted her life to 
the service of others”. 

The 71-year-old, who 
would have celebrated her 
birthday on Monday, was a 
founder member of the 
Haverhill & District Local 
History Group, and served it 
for 38 years right up to within 
two months of her death. 

Dr Patrick Crouch, who 
worked with Mrs Young in the 
group, said: “Gill never got 
angry and had such a 
beautiful smile. She did so 
much for Haverhill and leaves 
a big gap. She will be sorely 
missed.” 

Dr Crouch said she 
arranged local history 
displays in Haverhill’s library 
and encouraged schools to 
visit its archives. 

He added: “Haverhill Arts 
Centre staff still remember 
the building seemingly full of 
children. One particular 
school, St Faith’s, from 
Cambridge, came on 
numerous occasions and 
spent most of the day there, 
and she arranged for them to 
eat their lunch in the main 
hall. 

“Children seemed to be of 
particular interest to her and 
she would be invited by 
schools to give the talks about 
how the town had changed 
over the years.” 

The grandmother also 
wrote articles for the 
Haverhill Historian on

various subjects including 
town expansion. 

She and husband Barry 
had close knowledge of the 
topic, being one of the young 
couples who moved from 
London to Haverhill as part of 
the capital’s overspill scheme, 
Dr Crouch said. 

During the 1970s and 1980s 
Mrs Young was assistant 
secretary to the Haverhill 
Branch of the Royal British 
Legion and involved with the 
local detachment of the Army 
Cadet force, running the 
canteen and being treasurer. 

In the last few years she 
was again helping out the 
legion and made pressed 
flower pictures to sell at local 
craft fairs. 

Dr Crouch added: “She did 
all of this while also bringing 
up a family of two sons and a 
daughter, who in later years 
made her a proud grand¬ 
mother and great-grand¬ 
mother.” 

Mrs Young’s first job in 
Haverhill was at Addis brush 
factory, from there she went 
to Eastern Electricity, which 
later became Powerhouse, 
and spent 13 years there 
before moving to Argos, 
retiring in 2003. 

Dr Crouch said: “What 
shines out about Gill’s life was 
her outstanding service to 
others. They will remember 
her sunny personality but 
above all the sheer hard work 
she willingly gave.” 

Gill died on Monday, April

their natural sugar 
inside. And you get 
this stunning aroma 
when sweating 
onions off in a pan. 

You need to buy 
good ingredients 
and I’m not saying 
you have to spend a 
fortune. The beef I 
used for this recipe 
cost me just over £5 
for four people 
which is much more 
economical than 
chicken as I am 
using a cheaper cut 
of meat which is best 
used for slow- 
cooked meals. 

I served my pot 
roast with creamy 
mashed potatoes but 


this dish would also 
go well with rice or 
crusty bread. 

One thing you will 
need for this is a 
good pot that has a 
lid which will go in 
the oven. 

If you don’t have a 
lid use foil instead, 
but double wrap so 
you don’t lose too 
much of your stock, 
as it does evaporate. 
You can always add a 
little more stock if 
you need to. 

OK, so on with the 
recipe and I hope 
you enjoy the ease of 
making it - and the 
great flavour, too. 


Beef pot roast 


Salt and pepper 
Instructions 

Heat the oven to HOC. 

■ Put your pot on the 
hob on a high heat with a 
little oil. 

■ Season the beef with 
salt and pepper. Then 
sear in the hot pan to 
brown the meat by 
turning the beef so each 
side has been browned. 
Then transfer to a plate. 

■ Add the chopped 
vegetables to the pan and 


brown them, too. It is 
important not to clean the 
pan after the meat has 
been in there because 
you want the vegetables 
to soak up the juices of 
the meat. 

■ Place your beef in the 
middle of the vegetables 
in the pot and pour over 
your hot stock-enough 
to cover three quarters of 
the way up the beef. 

■ Add your 
Worcestershire sauce, 


bay leaves and thyme. 

■ Bring to the boil then 
place in the oven for 
about three hours. 

■ Place the meat and 
vegetables on a warm 
plate put the pot back on 
the hob and bring to a 
boil. 

■ Mix the flour with the 
butter and add to the pot 
whisk then let the stock 
reduce a little. 

■ Carve your meat and 
plate up the vegetables, 
then pour over your 
homemade gravy.

A S I am sure 
you have 
noticed, 
the weather has 
been pretty dull 
recently.

Ingredients 

1,25kg rolled brisket

IRONICALLY the

be on the cusp of 
graduating as a pre¬ 
ceptor midwife, the stage 
before full graduation, 
this August and that how 
to encourage more men 
to enter the traditionally 
female profession was 
“the million dollar ques¬ 
tion”. 

He said: “The question 
really should be, why 
wouldn’t more men want 
to do this job? It is fan¬ 
tastic and I am proud to 
do it. 

“There is no other job 
where you are the 
starting point in some¬ 
one’s story. 

“You are the first per¬ 
son to ever touch that 
baby that is incredibly 
powerful and for women 
to let you in on such a 
private experience is an 
incredible privilege.” 

Far from the trad¬ 
itionally held view that 
women would be 
uncomfortable with a 
male midwife, Carl said 
that he has received an 
“incredibly positive 
reception” from women - 
as well as their partners - 


in the delivery room and 
believes that the 
profession should be¬ 
come “sexless”. 

He continued: “Ulti¬ 
mately it’s about the 
woman giving birth and 
transition to parenthood, 
and not about us. 

“Some women don’t 
feel comfortable around 
men but many do and 
even respond better and 
because midwifery is so 
female-focused, having a 
man brings a different 
dynamic. 

“I am really passionate 
about midwifery and 
giving women the best 
experience possible, and 
I think that shines 
through in my work.” 

He added: “I think men 
really appreciate having 
me there - many dads 
have said it was nice to 
have another man in the 
room.” 

Maxine Wallis-Red- 
worth, pathway leader 
for midwifery at ARU, 
said: “We have seen him 
come into midwifery 
with passion and pro¬ 
moting positive exper¬

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performers who 
tea into art 


I T'S not often that 
you walk into a 
cafe and are 
greeted by a waitress 
wearing a pineapple 
on her head. Or 
where your coffee 
cup proudly 
commemorates the 
birth of Prince 
William. Or where 
your salt and pepper 
pots are balanced on 
an upside-down Ken 
doll dressed in a 
fluffy green jacket 
and tiny gold 
stilettos. 

Starbucks this ain’t. 

Hunt & Darton is, in 
fact, a 'pop-up' cafe- 
come-art installation. 
Here for the month of 
May alone, its 
purpose is to 
represent 
everything about 
cafe culture - from 
the menu to the 
service - as an 
artform. 

It’s the brainchild 
of performance 
artists Jenny Hunt 
and Holly 
Darton, both 
\ 31, who have 
\ prepared 
themselves 
for some 


difficult questions. 

“Some people embrace 
it, some people challenge 
it. They say: Why is it art’? 
And we say: ‘Because it is’,” 
says Jenny. “Why isn’t it 
art?” adds Holly, with a 
grin. 

From the outside, the 
Regent Street 
establishment certainly 
looks like an ordinary cafe. 
It’s only when you wander 
in that your suspicions are 
aroused. Pineapple- 
hatted waitress aside, the 
furniture gives it away: 
think laminated tables 
and plastic canteen-style 
chairs. Unless ‘house 
clearance chic’ is in 
fashion, this is clearly a 
project- on- a-budget. 

Yet each mug, rickety 
card table and dubious 
ornament has been 
lovingly handpicked by 
the girls (admittedly from 
car boot sales and charity 
shops) to suit the Hunt & 
Darton aesthetic. 

Then there’s the 
commissioned art: the 
Survival Shelf (33 books 
with the word ‘survival’ in 
their title), the carpet of 
hardback book covers on 
the floor, the fabulous 
gender-confused Ken 
dolls... Even the till is art, 
having been specially 
programmed so that each 
receipt carries a unique 
message (mine says

‘there’s something going 
on in your brain’. Just as 
well, really). 

Yet art aside, Hunt & 
Darton is a fully- 
functioning Cambridge 
cafe. “People can come 
and have a cup of tea and 
not notice anything,” says 
Jenny. “Except for the 
pineapples on our head,” 
adds Holly. “And that 
might be enough, which is 
really lovely: they’ve had a 
cup of tea, thought ‘oh, 
that’s interesting: both 
waitresses are wearing 
pineapples’, and left, and 
that’s the level that they 
engage with it. Or they 
might be served by one of 
our guest waiters...” 

Ah yes, the guest 
waiters. Every day, Hunt & 
Darton features a different 
performance artist serving 
up the food and 
beverages. 

These include a ‘bronze 
service’ waiter (“he’s going 
to be catering quite 
averagely for the whole 
day”), a couples 
counsellor, a matchmaker, 
an all-in-one-Lycra-clad 
chap delivering Martini 
cocktails on rollerskates: 


“And Bryony Kimmings is 
going to be doing a good 
old East End caff, and 
serving a lump of lard on 
the side of everyone’s 
food,” says Jenny. “But 
they’re never going to be 
explicitly putting on a 
show. A ‘micro 
performance’ is the best 
way to explain it.” 

The idea for the 
installation cropped up 
two years ago when the 
pair decided to bid for a 
fairly large commission. 
“We thought ‘what’s the 
biggest idea we’ve ever 
had?’ And that was to 
open a cafe, so we went 
for it,” says Holly. 

Thanks to a council arts 
scheme, they hired the 
space (an empty shop) for 
the princely sum of lp, 
but everything else came 
at a cost: their funding 
only covered the second¬ 
hand trappings and 
enough food for the first 
week: “so we have to make 
a profit to continue 
providing all of our menu, 
otherwise we might just 
go down to coffee,” says 
Holly.

kindly hand-stitched by Holly’s mum, with real 
vegetation for their headgear. 

■ Brace yourself for the themed days, which 
will include Christmas Day, complete with 
festive tree and carols, on May 23. 


to water if we’re not 
making any money! But 
there’s a nice risk element 
to it, and we were really 
adamant that we wanted it 
to be a proper business, 
not a wacky arty thing.” 
(Curious customers can 
check out their progress on 
the cafe’s colossal 
blackboard: every penny is 
being recorded for all to 
see). 

Like the furniture and 
crockery, the menu has a 
distinctly retro feel: “Our 
main inspiration is our 80s 
childhood, so we’ve got 
things we used to love: 
Capri-Sun, Wotsits, 
Battenberg, Tunnock’s 
Teacakes, French Fancies 
and Blue Ribands,” says 
Jenny 

Other foodie treats 
include the Roughage 
Plate (a daily salad), toast 
served with their own 
choice of spreads (think 
Sunpat and lemon curd), 
and look out for their 
trademark dining delight, 
the Roast Dinner 
Sandwich. 

“We always have roast 
dinners together, because 
we often work together on 
Sundays,” explains Holly. 
“And we liked the idea of it 
smelling like Sunday every 
day,” adds Jenny Yet their 
initial plan, to serve 
Sunday roasts daily, proved 
impractical: “so we 
stripped that back and said 
‘Roast Dinner Sandwich!”’ 
They bring one out to 
show me: it is, indeed, 
magnificent. 

Originally from Little 
Shelford, Jenny met Holly, 
from Sandon, near 
Royston, a decade ago 
when they were studying 
fine art at St Martin’s in 
London. 

“Then five years ago we 
were having a 


conversation about 
embarrassment, and we 
decided to make our first 
performance together,” 
recalls Holly. “Basically we 
shared embarrassing 
stories, wrote a list and 
made a poem.” 

Jenny recited the verses 
- about embarrassments 
ranging from nipple hair 
issues to drunkenly falling 
off a chair - while Holly 
acted out the moves and, 
performed at art shows 
and pub nights, it was very 
well-received (“when you 
get up on stage and do 
something ridiculous, it 
often goes down well,” 
shrugs Jenny). They’ve 
been performing together 
ever since. 

Both girls also have day 
jobs, from which they’ve 
been given a month off to 
run the cafe. Conveniently, 
Jenny is a former catering 
manager who heads the 
events team for a cooking 
company (Holly, 
meanwhile, manages an 
art space in London). And 
other than one 
disagreement - about 
canapes - they’re getting 
on swimmingly 

But after all their hard 
work, isn’t it disappointing 
that Hunt & Darton will be 
closing at the end of the 
month? “We’re taking it to 
the Edinburgh Fringe next, 
so it has a life, and we don’t 
ever want it to stop, really,” 
says Jenny “We want to 
keep going, whether it 
becomes a permanent 
manifestation or we keep 
popping up. We’ve got 
quite a few festivals 
booked, too, where we’re 
taking over their bars, so 
it’s definitely carrying on.” 

So is it really art? Can’t 
you equally say that a 
Costa Coffee is art? It’s not 
the same thing, insists 


Jenny 

“It’s art because the 
infrastructure is made by 
artists,” she says. “For me 
something becomes art 
when it’s a comment upon 
it, and I feel we’re very 
much commenting upon - 
and celebrating - cafe 
culture. We’ve made all the 
decisions: we even select 
each cup for our 
customers.” 

“The table layout took 
three days, because we’re 
artists, and that’s what 
artists do - they talk overly 
about everything!” adds 
Holly. “So everything’s very 
considered and fits with 
our aesthetic. And as 
artists, having made all 
those decisions, for us it’s 
obvious that the whole 
thing’s art.” 

Hunt & Darton is, they 
agree, better than they 
were hoping for: “It’s blown 
our mind, actually,” smiles 
Holly. 

“We’ve had such a 
positive response, and 
that’s what we wanted,” 
agrees Jenny, “and we’re so 
happy to be here until the 
end of May How many 
other experiences are we 
going to have?” 

And with that she stands 
up, adjusts her pineapple, 
and goes to greet a slightly 
bemused customer who’s 
just wandered in.

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Chorister’s death accidental 


THE death of a young 
chorister found with a belt 
tied around his neck was a 
tragic accident, an inquest 
heard. 

Edward Morgan-Gooch, from 
Wickhambrook near Haverhill, 
had been tucked up in bed as 
usual by his mother, Julia Gooch, 
on the night of his death, the 
hearing in Bury St Edmunds was 
told last Thursday 

But just 40 minutes later when 
Ms Gooch went to turn off her 12- 
year-old son’s bedside light, she

found him sitting on the floor with 
a belt tied tighdy around his neck. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean said she 
had struggled to remove the 
ligature and Edward's father, 
Recorder Christopher Morgan, 
succeeded and battled to 
resuscitate him. 

Paramedics arrived and fought 
to save Edward, a chorister at St 
Edmundsbury Cathedral, but he 
was pronounced dead at 11.05pm 


on November 2 at West Suffolk 
Hospital. 

Dr Dean said it was possible 
Edward had tied the belt around 
his neck to improve his singing or 
his ability to hold his breath, as Dr 
Peter Powell of Suffolk’s Safe¬ 
guarding Children Team, had 
speculated in a report. 

The inquest heard Edward had 
been happy, motivated and 
enthusiastic, with a stable and 
supportive home and school life 
and it was not believed he had 
meant to hurt himself. 

Dr Dean said: “There’s no 


suggestion that he had any 
unhappiness or intent to harm 
himself in any way. 

“The situation in which he was 
found was a seated one, it's not 
correct to say he was hanging.” 

The inquest heard Edward, a 
student at St James Middle School 
in Bury St Edmunds, had prepared 
his schoolbag for the following day 
before going to bed. 

Dr Dean said: “I would 
emphasise there is no evidence 
that Edward was anything but a 
much loved, very happy and 
enthusiastic young lad who was 


clearly very motivated by and very 
much enjoyed his time as a 
chorister, and was thinking 
actively of the future and 
anticipating and keenly planning 
it.” 

He said the primary cause of his 
death was ligature compression of 
the neck and recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 

Dr Dean said: “What this tragic 
death emphasises is the extreme 
risk of any sort of experimentation 
that involves pressure on the 
neck.”

SACHA Baron Cohen atones for the 
sins of the woeful Bruno with this 
bad-taste comedy which kicks sand 
in the eye of political correctness. 

No subject is off limits-the 
September 11 attacks, rape, sexual 
equality, Judaism - as the film 
tramples merrily over social taboos 
as the titular despot runs amok in 
New York City. 

Baron Cohen is once again at at 
the centre of the madness, this time 
relying on a script rather than 
inspired improvisation with the 
unsuspecting public. 

He plays Admiral General 
Aladeen, tyrannical ruler of the 
African state of Wadiya, who is 
hiding the real Bin Laden in one of 
his opulent palace’s spare rooms. 

During a visit to “the Devil’s nest” 
of America to address the United 
Nations about his nuclear arsenal, 
Aladeen is usurped by his 
duplicitous brother Tamir (Sir Ben 
Kingsley) and cast adrift on the 


street, without his trademark beard 
or any form of identification. 

Zoey (Anna Faris), the tomboyish 
manager of a vegan feminist non¬ 
profit co-operative, takes pity on 
Aladeen, accepting him as an 
immigrant called Allison Burgers. 

Sparks of romance are 
continually extinguished by 
Aladeen’s bigotry. And when Zoey 
eventually discovers the truth about 
his identity, she is horrified. 

The Dictator delights and 
disturbs, careening from razor sharp 
satire to the Monty Python-esque). 


It’s hard to resist a wry smile 
when Baron Cohen’s abominable 
protagonist makes a speech to 
American dignitaries and exposes 
the Land Of The Free as a 
dictatorship in all but name. 

If you judge the film solely on the 
number of belly laughs it packs into 
83 minutes and ignore the 
occasional lulls, it’s a rousing 
success. 

Some gags are so jaw- 
droppingly offensive you can feel 
the oxygen being sucked out of the 
cinema. Faint hearts beware.

Chelsea's year-round interest 



V ISITORS to this year’s 
RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show will no doubt see 
spring flowers in bloom long 
after their natural flowering 
period, while late summer 
perennials and other flowering 
plants will be brought forward in 
artificial conditions to ensure 
they are flowering for the event. 

But Arne Maynard, garden designer of 
the Laurent-Perrier Bicentenary Garden 
at this year’s show, says his aim is to 
create a usable gardeners’ garden that 
works through all seasons. 

It’s his second garden for Chelsea - 
the first won Best in Show in 2000 in 
collaboration with Piet Oudolf. Maynard 
said: “The garden is designed to be an 
inspirational yet achievable realisation of 
enduring elegance - something that can 
be grown and enjoyed in a real situation. 
It will bear fruit and provide flowers 
throughout the year, with each element 
having its time to shine.” 

Low-level topiary and pleached 
copper beech trees provide structure and 
beautiful colour all year round, as the 
copper beech leaves turn a stunning 
golden colour over winter. 

Topiary box act as ‘sentinels’ or 
markers in the garden, drawing the eye 
to particular points of interest, while a 
specimen pear tree creates grandeur and 
will bear fruit in autumn. 

Rich, deep burgundy, soft pinks and 
pale lilacs make up the colour scheme 
and plants which add a romantic veil 
during the summer months include 
roses, poppies (Papaver somniferum 
‘Double Black’ and P. ‘Double Lilac’ are

particular gems), as well as salvias, 
geraniums and dianthus. 

“Creating a garden with year-round 
interest, for most gardeners, is a gradual 
process,” he says. 

“It takes time to gather plants that 
work well in the different aspects of a 
garden and to work out successful plant 
combinations. 

“There are no rules governing how 
you create year-round effect, but there 
are a few things you can do to ensure 
your garden is constantly evolving.” 

He offers the following tips to create a 
garden with year-round interest: 

■ Understand your garden. Look at its 
aspect, soil type and consider the effect 
you are hoping to create. Your choice, 
whether it be a neat, clipped look, or a 
billowy, natural feel, will affect your 
choice of plants. 

■ Visit a local nursery or garden centre 
every month for ideas. Look for colours 
that will suit a particular area of your 
garden and include flowers and foliage. 
Look for unusual textures and differing 
heights. Check the labels to see what 
height and breadth the plant is likely to 
reach in maturity as this will determine 
where you place it in the bed. 

■ Look for plants that seem to thrive in 
neighbours’ gardens and for those that 


appear naturalised in hedgerows or 
fields. These are the building blocks for 
your planting scheme and are sure to do 
well in your soil. 

■ Don’t be afraid of trees. Even in small 
gardens, a well-placed tree can set 
everything else off. “I think all gardens 
should have at least one fruit tree, which 
can be trained or pruned to keep the 


shape neat,” Maynard says. 

He loves using topiary in his designs and 
stresses that a well-chosen tree can add 
either a contemporary feel or bring a 
touch of tradition to a garden. 

■ Try to keep your planting scheme 
tight. Either choose a colour scheme or 
a limited palette of plants, to ensure 
your garden feels like one whole space 


rather than a series of separate spaces. 
Repeat a few plants throughout the 
scheme to give the garden an elegant 
simplicity.

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Smart downsizing means 
doing what’s best for you

One of the reasons we 
have insufficient family 
housing in this country is 
because so many large 
properties are occupied 
by just one or two people, 
whose children have left 
home. 

Breaking that link with a 
much loved property, 
which may be too big to 
manage, and costly to 
heat, can be too much of 
a wrench. Parents want to 
ensure that their family 
can stay when they visit 
(even if infrequently) so 
they struggle on, often 
only using a couple of 
rooms. 

Over the last 15 years 
or so, fewer new homes 
were built than in the 
1920s and this led to 
demands for higher 
density. 

While flats can be 
convenient for retired 
people who want to go off 
on their travels or to a

she spots it. They can run 
a ‘wanted’ campaign for 
you, talk to developers 
about their plans and alert 
you to something suitable 


so you can secure it 
ahead of completion, and 
they can dispose of your 
existing property to suit 
your desired timescale. 

We all know the mantra, 
location, location, 
location ... but we can’t 
all afford the best 
locations. Maximising 
your budget’s buying 
power means balancing 
wants and needs and 
making sacrifices on 
either space or 
commuting time. 

As flats in London and 
some of the larger cities 
around the country are 
being snapped up after 
languishing unloved and 
unwanted for a couple of 
years, they remain less 
desirable in other areas. 

So, perhaps now is the 
time to grab one before 
prices catch up with 
demand? 

For singles, and busy 
working couples, this 
could be the ‘best buy’, 
convenient for transport 
and socialising. If a move 
is planned in a couple of 
years, perhaps it could 
provide a rental income, 
rather than selling.

How Astra VXR gets its kick 


VAUXHALLS new Astra VXR will 
incorporate motorsport know¬ 
how in its transmission and 
deliver a class-leading 400Nm of 
torque, giving it a 0-60mph time 
of 5.9 seconds and robust mid¬ 
range performance when it 
arrives in the UK this July. 

The VXR’s turbocharged, 2.0- 
litre direct-injection engine harks 
from the Insignia family, but 
while its aluminium block is 
similar, the VXR has a unique 
aluminium cylinder head and 
new turbocharger to liberate 
274bhp and more than 200Nm 
per litre of torque - the highest 
specific output in its class. 

And with a mechanical limited 
slip differential delivering drive to 
the front wheels, bespoke 
Brembo brakes, and dampers 
developed by performance 
manufacturer, ZF Sachs, the 


Astra VXR is also set to raise the 
bar for in-class dynamics. 

Developing a high-torque 
engine for the Astra VXR was the 
key to unlocking the car’s real- 
world, mid-range performance, 
rather than focusing on power 
alone. And with maximum torque 
produced on a broad plateau 
between 2,450rpm and 
5,000rpm, VXR drivers will never 
want for instant acceleration. 

An all-new intake system was 
developed to feed as much air 
into the turbocharger as 
possible. The turbocharger itself 
was also improved to take more 
charge-air pressure, which 
builds from as early as 1,400rpm 
for linear and strong 
acceleration. The maximum 
charge pressure is now 1.5 bar - 
25 per cent more than in the 
Insignia 2.0T. 


Astra VXR drivers can also look 
forward to a soundtrack that has 
been carefully engineered to 
appeal to enthusiasts, both from 
inside and outside the car. A ‘jet¬ 
like’ noise in the mid- to high-end 
rev-range is likely to be a 
memorable feature, especially 
when drivers change up from 
third to fourth under full throttle. 

But outright performance 
hasn’t come at the expense of 
efficiency and durability. While 
the Astra VXR can accelerate 
from 0-60mph in 5.9 seconds 
and hit a maximum 155mph, 
standard Start/Stop technology 
has reduced fuel consumption 
by 14 per cent (compared with 
the previous model) to a 
combined 34.9mpg, and 
reduced emissions to 189g/km.

Honda announces traffic 
technology to beat jams

HONDA has announced the 
successful development of 
the world's first technology 
to detect the potential for 
traffic congestion and 
determine whether the 
driving pattern of the vehicle 
is likely to create traffic jams. 

Honda developed this 
technology while recognising that 
the acceleration and deceleration 
behaviour of one vehicle influences 
the traffic pattern of trailing 
vehicles and can trigger congestion. 

In conjunction with the Research 
Centre for Advanced Science and 
Technology at the University of 
Tokyo, Honda conducted 
experimental testing of a system 
utilising the technology to detect 
the potential for traffic congestion. 

The test results demonstrated 
that the system helped increase the 
average speed by approximately 23 
per cent and improved trailing 
vehicles fuel efficiency by 
approximately eight per cent. 

With the goal to bring this 
technology to market, Honda is 
beginning the first public-road 
testing of the technology in Italy 
(now) and Indonesia (in July) of this 
year, to verify the effectiveness of 
the technology in minimising 
vehicle congestion. 


Rather than providing 
information to help the driver avoid 
existing congestion based on 
current traffic information, the 
system monitors the acceleration 
and deceleration patterns of the 
vehicle to determine whether the 
driver’s driving pattern is likely to 
create traffic congestion. 

Based on this determination, the 
system provides the driver with 
information, including a colour- 
coded display through the on¬ 


board terminal, to encourage 
smooth driving which will help 
alleviate the intensity of 
acceleration and deceleration by 
trailing vehicles, thereby helping to 
prevent or minimise the occurrence 
of vehicle congestion. 

The positive effect on minimising 
congestion and fuel efficiency im¬ 
provement can be further increased 
by connecting the on-board 
terminals to cloud servers to make 
the driver aware of and in sync with 


the driving patterns of vehicles 
ahead by activating the ACC 
(Adaptive Cruise Control) system at 
the right time to maintain a 
constant distance between vehicles 
at the most appropriate interval. 

Traffic congestion causes not 
only a delay in arrival time but also 
an increase in C02 emissions and a 
higher potential for rear-end 
collisions. Honda says it is working 
for “a congestion-free mobility 
society all around the world”.
